2. This application has been examined. The claims 44, 45, 47-55, 57-81, 84, 86-104 and 
106-108 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the cited art 
teaches or suggests an apparatus for dual mode mobile communication device or a handheld dual 
mode device cable of voice communication wherein an upper row of letter keys spanning both 
left hand and right hand sides of the front surface of said integrated housing, the letter keys in an 
upper row disposed such that five letter keys of the upper row are disposed on each side of a 
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vertical reference line, the keys in middle row disposed such that five letter keys are disposed on 
one side of the vertical line and four letter keys are disposed on the other side of the vertical 
reference line, and the keys in a lower row disposed such that four letter keys are disposed on the 
one side of the vertical reference line and three letter keys are disposed on the other side of the 
vertical reference line as claims 44 and 104.
